Not limiting the 
hunters to bucks alone, and rezulzeting the number tiken..that's 
what made it possible to keep this herd at a liveable level. 
Liveable level? 

You know whet I mean. Throueh the right kind of hunting, the 
deer herd's kept from getting too overcrowded on the range, 

and now they can get through the winter without starving. And 
there's food aplenty coming on to eaocomodate the early cattle 
srazing too. We're rezuching a’. balance here, between 

the number of animals that've got to live off this area and 
the amount of feed available, s ee? 

It's gonna work out sweell, Jim. The deer wintering down 

here, and now most of ‘em working back up the sountain following 
the selting snow line to their high summer renge. And the 
ecttle coming on behind ‘em some weeks later, < nd finding 
plenty of feed to keep them moving and healthy. 

Yep. The deer are in better condition than ever before too. 

We lost precious few animals through starvation this winter, 

if any. 

Yeah, and just a couple years back, the deer were so weak from 
hunger they could hardly jump out of our way.
